Jt is said that the majority of the 
teachers are unsuccessful students or 
candidates for literary degrees, who hay- 
ing spent the prime of their days in 
fruitless attempts to attain office, or dis- 
liking manuel labour, and unable to 
enter into commercial purauits, turao 
pedagogues, ‘Ohina may woll take a 
lesson in education, as well es ino bun- 
dred other matters, from Japan, 

In a recent number ‘of the Wew- 
England Journal of Education, a Japan 
ese writer gives some interesting inform- 
ation respecting the establishment of 
schools, especially those for’ teachers, in 
that country, It may be remembered 
that in 1973 a new education system was 
eatablished in Japan, not differing very 
yuch from that adopled by. the more 
enlightened nations, Since the intro- 
duotion of that system the number of 
Bohools has been. largely incrensed, and 
they now number no less than: £0,000; 
Tho Government, in 1872; established 
an institution at Tokei ‘for. training pri: 


mary echoot teachers, When frat opened | 


there were neither books nor instruments 
sufficient to meet the requirements, but 
fifty-four atudenta ‘entered the: establish- 
ment and commenced &-cotrse of studies. 
In a year or two the sclioul betame 
better organised, tnd sdirie sitidents 
graduating frou -it, who exhibital oun: 
niderable superiority of teavhing over 
thoxs who had never received suck trains 
ing, these reatilts impresudd the authorities 
with the importance of the. schools; and 
at length it was agreed to establish more 
trainifig achools fur texchers throughout

Education, as well as 
arme, makes the good soldier, from the 
General downwards; and a Chinese army 
possessing the mos modern matériel of 
war, would be in very much the same 
position as an English army without 


officers, - Instead of constructing forts | 


on the Peiho.and elsewhere, aud buying 
European arms of precision, China should 
rathor endeavour to defend: herself’ by 
devoting the mousy they ‘cost to en- 
larging ‘and improving her system of 
education in every way. | 
‘Tr ‘is evident that Lord Stanley of 
Aldetley felt seriously aggrieved at his 
language in the House of Lords, on the 
occasion of the discussion of the opera 
tions in’ the Malay Peninsula, being 
described by the Earl of Carnarvon as 
‘hard, cruel, and monstrous,” His 
Lordship, at a subsequent sitting of the 
House, rose, and disclaimjng any inten- 
‘tion on the previoud“detabion to cast 
imputations upon the. British Army, 
called ujon the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies to retract the language 
he ‘had used. But Lord Carnarvon, 
“however anxiois he might be to grati- 
fy the wish of the noble Lord, was un- 
able to make any such retraction.” 
Lord Stanley would certainly. have done 
better had he let the matter rest aa it 
was. He gained anything but credit in 
his firat encounter with Lord Carnarvon, 
and he hag now placed himself in rather 
‘ worse position than he occupied be- 
ore, D 
‘Whateyor may be said of the policy 
that led ‘us into this little war in the 
Peningula, it must be. admitted that tho 
Government, and, for the matter of that, 
the troops engiged in the expedition, 
acted in the affair with great judgment, 
decision, and ourage, A British offi- 
cial had been treacherously murder- 
ed, and it wos the clear duty of 
the Government, tq. avenge - his death, 
and to suppress ‘the rising that ensued 
upon it, Had the Government hesitated 
ot vacillated imtead of acting, as they 


to be hoped that the energy displayed 
by the Goveriment in this occasion is 
indicative of a change of policy on its 
part in dealing with affairs in the Hast. 
Tf alittle more decision and -firrness had 
been displayed at home in regard, to 
Chinese matters, there is Uttle doubt 
that the mercliants in this part of the 
world. would not -have to labour and 
‘groan under many of the disadvantages 
that at present, meet ‘them. on every 
hand in carrying on trade with the 
Middle Kingdom, The Yunnan affair 
would have beon pottled along ago, if it 
had ever occurred ; Hongkong would not 
have to complain of a blosiade of her 
harbour, and the merchants generally in 
China would not have occasion to be 
eontinually ptotesting against the, pro- 
ceedings of the. Chinese authorities, ..... 


Some additional consideration will doubt- 
less be given to the question of the an- 
nexation of New Guinea, through the 
publication ofa book on the Island and 
Polynesia by Captain Moresby. - The 
Captain, in a supplementary. chapter: he 
appends to tho book, advocates annoxe- 
tion most strongly from several astand- 
points; not-the Jeast among them being 
theological considerations. He says that 
no difficulty whatever would arise as to 
the governmmt of the Island, ao fur, as 
England isconcerned, bedause “the burden 
of governing the dependency would doubt- 
leas be arranged to fall on the Parlin. 
ment of a great Australian dominion,” 
He maintains that Europeans wouldenjoy 
good health in this “the: future home,

CHINKIANG, i . 
An. ogeasional correspondent writes, that 
one of the chief causes of the present dulness 
of trade at thie port, is the want of water 
in the creeks, caitaed “by the long drought. 
Many of these primary channels of com- 
munication have been unnavigable for a con- 
siderable period, and fleet of. junke have 
been left reposing on the sandy bottoms, 
many of which are now in places as dry a8.a 
turnpike road, The stoppage thus occasion- 
ed to interior communication may be ima- 
ined.—The sky became densely clouded on 
Wednesday, and a little rain fell during the 
night, but not enough to do more than damp 
the surface of the ground. Thursday was 
dull and partially cloudy, but no more ¥ain 
fell. Friday. was brilliant and warm.—Not- 
withstanding the want of: rain; the eur- 
rounding country looks verdant, though on 
the higher grounds the crops are somewhat 
backward even for this early part of the 
season, Asa matter of course, we are an- 
xiously looking to-seo tho now useless creeks 
navigable again, for that would mean a pro- 
bably keen resumption of business after this 
long depression.—Our special meeting of 
Landronters.on Thursday last, passed off 
with comparative quietness, thanks to the 
firmness of the Chairman, W. H. Medhurst, 
¥sq., H. B, M.’s' Gonsul, coupled with the 
exercise of the good sense of those-present. 
—It is satisfactory to know that our proposed 
Wharfage Dues scheme has so far progressed, 
that ve can yenture on publication of the 
draft prepared for the consideration of ‘the 
authorities; “and hope to see it printed in 
your columns ina fow days.—Our little Club 
3s now an accomplished fact, and has worked 
admirably since its opening in December 
last; forming a pleasant neutral ground,’ 
where the roughnessés of the diy are washed 
away in the ‘Tarmonious cup, or smoothed 
over by the soothing influence of pyramids 
or pool. Long moy-it last.—I regret to 
state that small-pox is very prevalent among 
the native children of the lower classes, 
especially those of the squatters, otherwise + 
homeless, who flock to this neightourhood, 
and build without permission upon our land 
miserable little huts of mud and. reads, in 
‘which whole families dwell, irrespective of 
age or sex, and in go filthy a condition that 
it must be seen to be believed. No wonder 
disease abounds among them. The. careless 
way in which the suffering children are car- 
ried about by their parents openly, among 
the-throngs of natives, tends also to the 
spread of the disease; but the question is 
how to check the practice, The only effec- 
tual plan would be to raze all the huts to the 
ground, when the poor wretches would be 
compelled to seek other places of abode; and 
although a step’ so extreme might appear 
eriucl to a non-resident here, yet self-preser+ 
vation demands some stich course; espovially 
as tho disease has now made its appearance 
among the small foreign population. The 
benlstited natives appear to place gront faith 
in, onything red as @ preventive o: rare 
and ag a means of preserving the: eyes; an! 
the number of infants and children one sees 
in ant hour's wall, wearing a red or soarlet 
cap, or witha bit of red stuff.of some sort 
pinned on their clothing, is remarkable: in 
somo. places, a red rag is stuck against the 
the exitrance of the huts, or even fastened to 
an ‘adjacent bush, and this appears to Be 
about all thatisdone, cither-tooure or check 
the disease, It should not be forgotten that 
these - people ate intruders, and that after 
they have erected’ their huts, it becomes 
a most diffoult task to'remove them by of+
